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WHAT DO THE PEOPLE WANT? 

Do the people want socialized electricity? 

A great many politicians claim they do — or, at least, 
that they will accept it willingly . But the available 
factual evidence presents quite a different picture. 

The Pacific Northwest Is a good example. It con- 
tains some of the government's largest power dams. 
The tax-paid Washington propaganda boys have beat- 
en the drums for so-called public power for years. 
Everything possible has been done to make the voters 
believe that only government can assure them an 
adequate electric supply at a low cost. 

Between 1946 and 1950, inclusive, in Oregon, the. 
citizens of 17 towns and areas voted on proposals for 
municipal electric plants or for the creation of public 
utility districts which would supplant the private 
utilities. In fifteen cases the proposals were voted 
down, often by heavy majorities. In only two were 
they approved. 

This year two such proposals have been voted on 



in the state of Washington, Both were decisively de- 
feated. 

It's hard to see how anyone could argue that these 
votes do not represent public opinion. Both sides pre- 
sented their cases in full, and in every Instance public 
interest was high.' The voters simply, weighed the 
proposals on their merits — and marked their ballots 
accordingly. 

In the case of the Federal socialized power systems, 
the people have no direct voice — it's a case where 
socialism Is forced down our throats whether we like 
it or not. But when the people can speak out at the 

ballot box, socialism almost always gets the axe.

*■ oia] title of this week's lesson 
s "The Christian's Responsibility 
m Public Life." That is a big thing, 
a wide circle; but 
the center of the cir- 
cle is you, my 
friend, and right 
around you is the 
community in which 
you live. 

What kind of 
town is it? Not 
how big, but how 
g o o d. It doesn't 
have to be a town 
. at all. It may be a 
section of open country, a' few miles 
of farms, ranches or woodland. But 
it is some kind of community. 

In New York State the Citizen's 
Council prepared the following set 
of questions which can be used to 
help you rate your .community. After 
each set of these questions write 
down either 10 for good, 8 for fair, 
or for poor.

Rate Tour Town 

"1. Education: Does your commu- 
nity make modern education avail- 
able to every child, youth and 
adult? Are its schools uncrowded, 
properly equipped, and in good phys- 
ical condition? Are the teachers 
highly qualified and well paid? 

"2. Housing and Planning : Is 
every family decently housed? Is 
there continual planning for im- 
provement of highways and other 
community essentials? Are park- 
ing, transportation problems under 
control? 

"3. Religion: Is full opportu- 
nity for. religious expression of- 
fered to every Individual' In 
your community? Are your 
churches strong and wen sup- 
, ported? 

"4. Equality of Opportunity: Do 

people of different races, religions, 
nationalities have full chance for 
employment and taking part in 
community life? Are dangerous ten- 
sions kept at a minimum by avoid- 
ance of discrimination and injus- 
tices? 

"5. Economic Development: Are 
good jobs available? Do labor, In- 
dustry, agriculture and government 
work together to Insure the sound 
economic growth of your commu- 
nity? 

"6. Cultural Opportunities: Are 

your citizens' lives strengthened by 
ample opportunity to enjoy music, 
art, and dramatics? Does your com- 
munity have a professionally ad- 
ministered library service which 
benefits people -of all ages? Do your I 
newspapers and radio carefully re-' 
view the affairs of the community? , 

"7. Recreation: Are there enough 
supervised playgrounds and .facul- 
ties for outdoor activities? Does your 
community offer full opportunity to 
take part in arts and crafts, in pho- 
tography, and in other hobbles? 

"g. Health and Welfare: Are med- 
ical care and hospitalization readily 
available? Is provision made for 
underprivileged children, the aged, 
and the handicapped? Can families 
in trouble secure the help they 
need? 

"9. Government: Do capable citi- 
zens seek public -office? Are your 
officials concerned above all with 
community betterment?. Does con- 
troversy stem from- honest differ- 
ences of opinion and not from squab- 
bles over privilege? 

"10. Community Organisation; Is 
there any organization (community 
forum or the like) representative of 
the whole community, working for 
the advancement of all? Do your 
citizens have opportunity to learn 
about and take part in their local 
affairs? Is there an organized com- 
munity-wide discussion program?"* 
.• • • 

It's Up to You 

MOW add the scores you have put 
** down for each of the ten groups 
of questions. A total of 100 is fine; 
80, fair. 

But now look over those ques- 
tions again. Is there anything 
you eould do, personally, abont 
each of those things? If so, 
have you done It? Have you 
done as mueh as you could? 
Have you ever tried .to get other 
people Interested? 
You can make another score sheet 
and head it: How I Rate as a Citi- 
zen. Then grade yourself under each 
of those ten heads, 10 for doing all 
you can, 5 for doing a little some- 
thing, for nothing at all. If you 
are a Christian, be especially strict 
with yourself. 

It you were out of it, would your 
community miss you as much as 
you miss salt when some one for- 
gets to put it on the potatoes? If 
you left your community, would it 
seem a bit darker there after you 
were gone?

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Manchurian Fields 
Base for Commies 1 
Plane Build-up Try 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — What Ilea 

behind North Korea'a border with 
Manchuria, along which U.S. and 
Red planea have been clashing In 
the biggest jet battles of aviation 
history? 

From the borders of Soviet Si- 
beria southwest in a mighty arc 
across Manchuria and around the 
Yellow Sea lie more major airfields 
than in aU .the rest of China put 
together. 

Mao Tse-tung's so-called "priv- 
ileged sanctuary" Is criss-crossed 
with runways laid down by Japan's 
Kwontung Army in long years when 
the banners of the Rising Sun float- 
ed over puppet Manchukuo, What 
condition these fields might be In to 
receive a reported 3,000-plane build- 
up of Chinese air power Is uncer- 
tain. But for months indications 
have coma from Korea that Red 
China is hard at work Improving 
such bases and building new alr- 

!' fields In Manchuria. Events have 
made plain that at least some of 
these installations are operational 
for jet aircraft. 

North Korea's airfields — what few 
the Japanese built among the tum- 
bled mountains — have been pound- 
ed by United Nations planes since 
the Korean fighting began. 

North of the ridges which pile to 
8, 000-foot peaks along the Man- 
churian border, however, is the flat, 
board valley of the Sungarl River, 
one of the richest agricultural areas 
ion earth, rising gradually to the 
I treeless plateau of western Man- 
jchurla. 

Westward across the Yellow Sea 
jfrom Korea and south of China's 
(Great Wall stretches another plain 
(along the East China coast, through 
iwhich wander the Yellow and Yang- 
stze Rivers. There, too, the 'Shantung 
'peninsula points like an outstretched 
'tongue straight at Korea, closer to 
! Seoul than any U.S. airfield In 
'Japan. 

A new National Geographic So- 
ciety map of Asia, published in 
March, shows principal airports at 
,26 Manchurian and Chinese cities, 
!all of which are closer to the heart 
of Korea than Tokyo. Among them 
!are Shanghai, Nanking, Tsingtao, 
Tientsin and Peiping itself. At the 
end of World War II, there were 
more than 40 military airfields in 
Manchuria alone.
